NEW YORK (AP) - The rec- 


ipe for NBC's latest made-for- 
TV feature, "The Sunshine Pa- 
triot," was certainly tried and 
true. 


There was the intrepid secret 


agent behind the Iron Curtain 
trying to get the coin with the 
microfilm in its hollow coEe. 
There was the American revel- 
er trying to combine a business 
deal with a discreet tryst with a 
girl but caught In a switch of 
Identities. There was a liberal 
salting of violence. And there 
were some mighty fine actors. 


AH this, but the Monday night 


film was simply a two-hour 
drag. It was almost a relief 
when It wound Its leisurely way 
to a curious finish—our agent 
writhing In a death scene with- 
out accomplishing his mission. 


The program had a weakness 


often found In those world pre- 
miere programs, It seemed too 
fragile to convert into a real 
theatrical film, too complicated 
to turn into short, snappy ac- 
tion. 


It took about 40 minutes just 


to get Cliff Robertson estab- 
lished in his role as Agent Ross 
— dark-haired, bearded and la- 
conic—and to have him switch 
passports 
with 
businessman-

er the show took off with a slow 
pace as Ross tried to get the mi- 
crofilm, with frequent portions 
showing how the Innocent busi- 
ness man was being drugged, 
beaten and questioned by the 
stern, suspicious inquisitors, 
convinced they had a hot spy in 
custody. 


Robertson's misfortune was in 


having to play a dual role of two 
pretty 
unsympathetic charac- 


ters. Dlna Merrill, unhappily 
rigged-up"in a'dsirk wig.through 
most of the show, played the 
businessman's 
European play- 


mate In lacklustre fashion. 


The show had vast evidence of 


padding 
to get through two 


hours. At one point there was 
considerable ado about the iro- 
ny of the chief Inquisitors senti- 
mental concern about the birth 
of his first grandson before pro- 
ceeding to the brutal business of 
getting the suspects secrets on 
the line. 


Elvis Presley's recent televi-

mothers with questions they 
should be asking their doctors," 
Stenhouse said Monday. "We 
try to assure them that it (the 
flu virus) is not a strange and 
exotic disease and tell them to 
call their doctor." 


But still the calls keep pour- 


ing in, "We've got four men 
answering calls in this office 
alone and the telephones have 
been busy all day," the official 
said. 


Stenhouse said the calls aren't 


just coming from the Atlanta 
area. "The London Telegraph 
wants us to tell them how long it 
will be before the epidemic 
reaches London, England," he 
said.

WASHtNGTOr~(AP) - The 


Electoral College has made it 
official- Richard M. Nixon will 
be the 37th president of the 
United States. 


And many of the 538 members 


who cast their ballots Monday 
also made something else clear 
— they think the college Is out* 
dated. 


Balloting by the college went 


pretty much according to script 
as members met in the 50 state 
capitals and District of Colum- 
bia to fulfill the tasks voters 
chose them for Nov. 5. 


There 
were exceptions in 


North Carolina and Michigan 
that left Nixon with 301 votes in- 
stead of 302, Democrat Hubert 
H. Humphrey wound up with the 
expected 191, and George Wal- 
lace, the third party presiden- 
tial candidate, got one more 
than originally expected with 
46.

CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP) 


*• The Apollo 8 astronauts are 
using a spacecraft trainer to 
.sharpen skills for their sched- 
uled launching Saturday toward 
an orbit around the moon. 


Air Force Col. Frank Borman, 


Navy Capt. James A. Lovell Jr. 
and Air Force Maj. William A. 
Anders plan several hours in the 
simulator 
today, mainly re- 


hearsing what they'll do as they 
circle the moon for 20 hours on 
Christmas Eve and early Christ- 
mas Day. 


Critical events during this pe- 


riod include the firing of the 
Apollo 8 engine to place the ship 
In a lunar orbit ranging from 69 
to 196 miles above the surface, a 
Second firing to circularize the 
path at the 69-mile altitude and 
a third Ignition to shoot the as- 
tronauts out of orbit and start 
them on the 58-hour trip back to 
earth. 
While 
circling the moon, 


they'll determine How accurate- 
ly they can navigate by sighting 
on the stars and on prominent 
landmarks such as craters and 
mountains. 


At the same time, ground sta- 


tions will determine how pre- 
cisely they can track Apollo 8. 
Large concentrations of mate- 
rial : beneath the moon surface 
will cause subtle changes in the 
orbital path, and trackers want 
to know exactly where these 
shifts occur. 


With present k n o w l e d g e 


gained from tracking unmanned 
lunar orbiters, Anders said re- 
cently that moon landing astro- 
nauts could miss their target by 
as much as 48 miles. 


"The more Apollo 8 can learn 


about the moon's gravitational 
field, the less will be our error 
wj6n astronauts land," Anders
